Health care plan for young 
adults faces roadblocks 

WASHINGTON Presi- 
dent Obama’s health

a simple solution— 
starting this year, letting young adults stay on 
their parents’ health plan until they turn 26

to wait until 2011 to get their kids covered. 


particularly if the parents are working for a 
large employer, benefits experts and govern- 
ment officials say 

Some employers weighing whether to im- 
mediately extend coverage for 20-somethings 
are wondering whether they’ll have to with- 
hold additional federal taxes from parents to 
cover the value of the benefit. 

And employers and insurers are trying to 


figure out how to price the coverage. There 
could be sizable differences in cost. 

With college graduations just weeks 
away— and the economy still uncertain— the 
No. I inquiry corporate benefit managers are 
getting from employees is how they can keep 
their adult children on the company plan, said 
Paul Dennett, vice president for health re- 
form at the American Benefits Council. 


“I think there are a few questions that 
need to be clarified so people can make sure if 
they’re making the right decision, and they do 
it in the right way” Dennett said. His group 
represents human resources departments. 

Last week, several major national insurers 
announced they would move up the effective 
date of the extension so recent graduates or 
those with a birthday in 2010 don’t experience 
a break in coverage. The move was hailed by 
Health and Human Services Secretary Kath- 
leen Sebelius, who had been working quietly 
with the companies. 

“Expanding the opportunity for younger 
Americans to get insurance coverage is a top 
priority for the administration,” Sebelius said. 
“This is a group of people who have tradition- 
ally either been unable to afford coverage or 
have not had access to it.”

NEW YORK You’ve got a new owner, Charlie 
Brown. 

E.W Scripps Co. said Tuesday it will sell 
the unit that owns the licensing rights to 
Snoopy, Charlie Brown and the rest of the 
“Peanuts” gang for $175 million to Joe Boxer 
owner Iconix Brand Group Inc. 

The sale of United Media Licensing also 
means Iconix has a new partnership with 
the family of the late “Peanuts” creator, 
Charles Schulz. They’ll receive 20 percent 
ownership in the unit that owns “Peanuts” 
and pay that percentage of the sale price. 

United Media Licensing represents oth- 
er character brands such as “Dilbert” and 
“Fancy Nancy,” but the bulk of its licensing 
business comes from “Peanuts.” 

The unit’s licensed merchandise has an- 
nual sales of more than $2 billion, but the 
owners of the licenses receive a fraction 
of that. In 2009, revenue of the unit fell 
to nearly $92 million. That figure includes 
United Media’s syndication operations, 
which Scripps will still own, meaning it will 
still syndicate comic strips and editorial fea- 
tures. 

The “Peanuts” gang appears everywhere 
—on T-shirts, greeting cards and sno-cone 
machines — six decades after the Minnesota 
native created them. The business has more 
than 1,200 licensing agreements and some 
20,000 new products are approved each 
year in more than 40 countries.

Eyesore yes. yet 
public housing 
was our home 

Is anyone else mourning the slow and steady demise of public housing 
in Chicago? If you are one of the people who won’t miss public hous- 
ing, I have to agree that it has been an eyesore for decades. 

I know you cringed every time you drove past (you didn’t have the 
courage to walk) a housing project that was near downtown or the 
lakefront and saw how unkempt it was. It was awful to look at, but 
you didn’t have to tolerate living with the graffiti and busted windows 
(sometimes replaced with wood). I know you shouted with joy— 
inwardly, of course— knowing a wrecking ball would one day slam 
against each building, tearing them down one by one. 

I won’t ignore your sensitive side though. I know you probably were 
concerned for the families who lived there, wondering where they 
were going to Live. Housing vouchers, which allow residents to stay in 
the new developments that replace Cabrini-Green and other pubHc 
housing or allow them to relocate to other areas, were given to the 
tenants with no criminal background or activity so you can exhale. I 
understand it is refreshing to see new developments such as condo- 
miniums and single-family homes and beautiful landscaping cropping 
up. 

And now for us who will miss public housing— someone hand 
me a box of Kleenex. I will miss public housing, Cabrini-Green in 
particular. I lived there for about 20 years at 1230 N. Burling, one 
of the better buildings in the neighborhood. Of course, those who 
lived in public housing always thought their building was the best 
and took pride in the fact that there was less crime and drama in 
their building. 

I started to cry about two months ago as I was driving down Chi- 
cago Avenue going west and encountered a detour to Larrabee Street. 

I made a wrong turn down Kingsbury Street and thought I was in an- 
other world. In the midst of driving down this street with its strange 
and beautiful homes, I saw the ancient landmark of 1230 N. BurHng in 
the distance. I was lost, in a neighborhood that was once my own. If 
that building hadn’t been there, I wouldn’t have known where I was or 
where to go. 

Those of us who Lived in public housing did have a lot of drama— 
gang fights and shootings, cat fights and the infamous you-tryin’- 
to-steal-my-man? fights. But almost everyone kissed and made up 
eventually We had nowhere else to go, you see. We had our own little 
community in spite of the dysfunction around us. Now we realize that 
in the midst of the bad times, there really were good moments where 
we pulled together when there was a family crisis or a friend who 
needed help. 

Too bad we couldn’t pull together enough to save pubHc housing 
from the decay and problems of our community

TWO CHARGED 
IN BAT ATTACK

Heriberto Viramontes was itching to rob 
someone early Friday police say so he 
asked his girlfriend, Marcy Cruz, to drive 
him to Bucktown. 

She allegedly let him out of a white van and 
waited inside while he searched for someone 
to assault at 3:30 a.m. The first people he 
came across were two young women, whom 
police say were “easy targets ” 

Stacy Jurich and Natasha McShane were 
out celebrating an internship McShane 
landed that would allow the exchange stu- 
dent from Northern Ireland to extend her 
stay in Chicago. Viramontes allegedly at- 
tacked the women from behind, striking 
each of them in the head with a wooden 
bat, knocking them unconscious and 
snatching their purses. 

That was the chilling portrait Chicago 
police painted Tuesday of the vicious beat- 
ing Jurich and McShane suffered last week, 
a crime investigators say they linked to Vira- 
montes and Cruz through surveillance vid- 
eo, cell-phone records and credit card data. 

Viramontes, 31, and Cruz, 25, were 
charged Tuesday with aggravated battery

and armed robbery as the two victims re- 
mained hospitalized. 

Police said that shortly after the attack, 
surveillance video captured Cruz buying 
gas with a credit card taken from one of 
the women. Investigators also were track- 
ing the women’s stolen cell phones, which 
led them Monday afternoon to Cruz’s 
home in the 3100 block of North Spring- 
field Avenue, police said at a news confer- 
ence Tuesday 

The white van was found outside Cruz’s 
home, a police source said, and a baseball 
bat was found inside the van. Officers 
searching the suspects’ homes found dis- 
carded contents from the women’s purses 
in the garbage, including McShane’s pass- 


port and State Department ID, police said. 

Cruz told investigators she did not see 
the attack, but Viramontes later told her 
what happened, a police source said. 

Viramontes, a reputed member of the 
Spanish Cobras street gang, has an exten- 
sive criminal background that includes 
dozens of arrests. He has been convicted 
of possession of a stolen motor vehicle, 
burglary and domestic battery, according 
to Cook County court records. He was ar- 
rested and charged with assaulting a police 
officer but was acquitted in 2007, the re- 
cords showed. 

Cruz, the mother of two young sons, 
previously was arrested twice on misde- 
meanor charges — criminal trespass and 
disorderly conduct. Both charges ultimate- 
ly were dropped. 

McShane, 23, was transferred to North- 
western Memorial Hospital on Tuesday 
where she remains in critical condition, ac- 
cording to a hospital spokeswoman. Jurich, 
24, was upgraded Tuesday from serious to 
fair condition, according to a spokeswom- 
an at Advocate Illinois Masonic Medical 
Center. 


Families of two 
killed in crash 
with officer 
dealt setback

For more than two years, the families of two 
young men killed in a Thanksgiving Day col- 
lision with an off-duty Chicago police officer 
have fought to prove the officer was drunk 
and responsible for the deaths. 

But Tuesday a Cook County judge handed 
them their latest setback, saying the officer 
was arrested and detained without probable 
cause, a ruling the families fear guts the pros- 
ecution’s case. Several relatives of one victim 
erupted in anger at the decision, shouting 
obscenities and scuffling with deputies. 

Three relatives of Miguel Flores, 22, who 
was killed in the 2007 crash, were taken to a 
holding cell in the Criminal Courts Building 
but later released. The sheriff’s office said it 
would not press charges, even though two 
deputies were taken to the hospital. 

“It’s a slap in the face,” said Jose Lagunas, 
father of the second victim, Erick Lagunas, 
21. “We are the ones suffering and then the 
deputies come after us.” 

Circuit Judge Thomas Gainer ruled police 
had no probable cause to arrest off-duty Of- 
ficer John Ardelean, 36. The judge harshly 
criticized police Lt. John Magruder, who 
ordered Ardelean arrested a few hours after 
the crash when he said he detected alcohol 
on Ardelean’s breath and noticed bloodshot 
eyes. None of the four police officers at the 
crash scene— or a responding Chicago Fire 
Department emergency medical techni- 
cian-reported noticing any sign that Arde- 
lean was drunk. 

A year ago Gainer was involved in another 
controversial ruling when he acquitted three 
Chicago police officers in an off-duty beating 
of several businessmen in a West Loop bar. 


Proposal would give renters 
their deposits back 

Thousands of apartment dwellers who 
stand to lose security deposits because of 
building foreclosures would get their money 
back under a proposed ordinance a City 
Council committee approved Tuesday. 

The proposal would require all lien hold- 
ers-typically banks-in foreclosure cases to 
pay back security deposits to tenants who 
are pushed out of their homes. 

Under current city law, the landlord and 
not the lien holder is responsible for paying 
back the security deposit. That often doesn’t 
happen, said Ellen Sahli, first deputy com- 
missioner of the Community Development 
Department.

Alinea named 
best eatery in 
North America 

Alinea is the seventh-best restaurant in the 
world. Better still, it’s the best restaurant in 
America. 

In Europe, hands are wringing and ink is 
flowing over the news that Spain’s El Bulli 
has been supplanted by Denmark’s Noma as 
No. I on Restaurant Magazine’s annual 
World’s 50 Best Restaurants list, announced 
Monday night in London. 

In Chicago, corks are popping on Halsted 
Street because Alinea, now seventh in the 
world (it was No. 10 last year), is the highest- 
ranked restaurant in the United States. Actu- 
ally, the highest-ranked restaurant in North 
America. 

“We’re very happy Ecstatic,” says Nick Ko- 
konas, partner at Alinea with chef Grant Ach- 
atz. “It’s always a fun list, and always nice to be 
moving in the right direction. All good stuff” 

Alinea made its debut on the World’s 50 
Best list in 2007, when it was ranked 38th in 
the world. It moved up to 21st in 2008 and 
loth in 2009. 

Chicago’s Charlie Trotter’s, a mainstay 
among the 50 Best from 2002 (the list’s inau- 
gural year) through 2008, didn’t make it this 
year. Trotter’s fell out of the top 50 in 2009 
and was passed over yet again this year. 

Achatz’s ultramodern cooking style has 
come to define the molecular gastronomy 
movement. The James Beard Eoundation 
honored Achatz with its award as the nation’s 
top chef in 2008.

24 immigration 
demonstrators 
arrested in suburbs 


Energized by Arizona’s tough new law, immi- 
gration reform activists temporarily blocked 
traffic outside a suburban Chicago immigra- 
tion facility Tuesday in an attempt to stop de- 
portations. 

While operations continued as planned at an 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement cen- 
ter in Broadview, 24 protesters— many rabbis, 
priests and union workers— were arrested and 
cited with disorderly conduct. 

The activists say they’re tired of waiting for 
President Obama to make good on his vow for 
immigration reform and are shifting their tac- 
tics, including more civil disobedience at immi- 
grant rights rallies May i. 

“We wanted to send a message to the Obama 
administration that friends keep promises,” 
said Tom Walsh, a director for Chicago’s Jew- 


ish Council on Urban Affairs, who was arrested. 
“No more. We cannot on one day say we have a 
broken immigration system and then deport ... 
every day” 

Hundreds of people gathered overnight at 
the center where illegal immigrants from sev- 
eral states are processed before deportation. 
Twice a week, flights depart for the Mexican 
border from O’Hare. By morning, two dozen 
protestors sat in the street and blocked a van 
from leaving the center while others cheered 
and chanted “Illinois is not Arizona.” 

Arizona recently approved a measure that 
would make it a crime under state law to be 
in the US. illegally The move has spurned 
protest activity nationwide by those who be- 
lieve the law encourages racial profiling and 
discrimination. 


Delays expected on Orange Line 


The CTA eased slowdown orders Tuesday on 
portions of the Orange Line to Midway but 
maximum train speeds are limited to 35 mph 
on most of the route until a problem with the 
signal system is resolved, officials said. 

Commuters are advised to plan for slightly 
longer travel times, from several minutes to up 
to 15 minutes during peak hours. 

CTA inspectors recently identified a poten- 
tial defect with a signaling component that un- 
der some conditions could lead to a failure to 
alert train operators about the presence of an- 
other train ahead, officials said. Rail operators 


rely on visual checks as well as the automated 
alerts to maintain safe spacing between trains. 

The additional inspections of signals re- 
cently were recommended to all US. transit 
agencies by the National Transportation Safety 
Board, officials said. All eight CTA rail lines 
were checked, officials said, and the potential 
signaling defect was found only on the Orange 
Line, which opened in 1993. 

The normal maximum speed of 55 mph on 
the Orange Line has been reduced to 35 mph, 
except between Midway and the Kedzie Av- 
enue stop, officials said. 


Emanuel: I want to 
move back to 
Chicago one day 

White House Chief of Staff 
Rahm Emanuel says he 
can’t wait to move back to 
Chicago someday, but he 
cautioned reporters not to 
over-interpretthat.

Republican U.S. Senate 
candidate Mark Kirk won’t 
attend a planned state GOP 
fundraiser featuring Sarah 
Palin next month, campaign 
aides said Tuesday. Kirk, a 
five-term North Shore con- 
gressman, sought but did 
not get supportive words 
from Palin during the Senate 
primary campaign. Instead 
of attending the May 12 
fundraiser in Rosemont, Kirk 
will be in Washington for 
scheduled House votes, his 
campaign said. 

Ousted candidate 
considering 
run for governor 

The Illinois Democrat who 
quit the lieutenant gover- 
nor’s race after winning the 
primary said Tuesday that 
he is considering a run for 
governor as an indepen- 
dent.

American beaten in Austria 


Senators grill Goldman 


WASHINGTON The CEO of Gold- 
man Sachs testily defended his com- 
pany’s ethics and business practices during 
the nation’s financial crisis Tuesday saying 
customers who bought securities from the 
Wall Street giant came looking for risk 
“and that’s what they got.” 

Lloyd Blankfein was the final witness 
in a daylong hearing on Goldman Sachs’ 
behavior, which resulted in a government 
civil fraud charge earlier this month. Five 
present and two former Goldman officials 
held their ground in hours of contentious 
testimony unflinchingly defending their 
conduct and denying that the Wall Street 
investment bank helped cause the near- 
meltdown of the nation’s financial system. 


POLICY FIGHT 

Democrats hope rising public 
anger with Wall Street will help them 
push new financial regulations past 
Republican objections-a pending 
overhaul bill that Sen. Carl Levin 
(D-Mich.) said would “put a cop back 
on the Wall Street beat.” 



“Unfortunately the housing market 
went south very quicldy” Blankfein told 
skeptical senators on an investigatory pan- 
el. “So people lost money in it.” 

While the famous firm fought for its 
reputation, senators said the company’s 
actions leading up to the financial crisis 


clearly demonstrated a need for stronger 
regulation. 

Sen. Carl Levin, the panel’s chairman 
cited a “fundamental conflict” in Gold- 
man’s selling securities and then betting 
against the same securities— and not tell- 
ing the buyers. 

“They’re buying something from you, 
and you are betting against it. And you 
want people to trust you. I wouldn’t trust 
you,” Levin told Blankfein. 

Blankfein denied such a conflict. 

“We do hundreds of thousands, if not 
millions of transactions a day, as a market 
maker,” Blankfein said, noting that behind 
every transaction there was a buyer and a 
seller, creating both winners and losers. 



Austrian prosecutors said Tuesday 
that they have charged two under- 
cover policemen with badly beating a 
black American teacher after mistaking 
him for a drug dealer at a Vienna subway 
station.

Oh Eun-sun, 44, arrived at the final, 
steep stretch of Annapurna in the Hima- 
layas 13 hours after she left the last camp to 
beat a Spanish rival to the record. Her feat 
was broadcast live in South Korea by KBS 
television. 

At the top, she puUed out a South Kore- 
an flag, waved and then wept before throw- 
ing up her arms and shouting, “Victory!” 

Annapurna was the last of the 14 peaks 
above 26,247 feet Oh needed to climb 
to set the mark. She reached the sum- 
mit— 26,545 above sea level— 13 years 
after she scaled her first Himalayan moun- 
tain, Gasherbrum II, in 1997.

The Blackhawks’ success has inspired a new wave 
of beginners to lace up their skates and hit the ice

Johnny’s Ice House West has been the prac- 
tice home for the white-hot Blackhawks all 
season, but on Tuesday nights, it’s home to 
some other guys. 

And, well, they’re not exactly the Hawks. 
They are players in the Hockey loi Adult 
Instructional League. They come from all 
walks of life, drawn together by their interest 
in learning hockey And despite the costs to 
get started and the injuries that come with 
learning to play beginners find it rewarding 
physically socially and mentally 

The Johnny’s instructional league started 
a year ago. It teaches hockey basics such as 
stopping, skating backward and stick-han- 
dling. In his II years at Johnny’s, coaching di- 
rector Ken Rzepecki, 58, said he’s never seen 
this much excitement around hockey 

“I was born and raised in Chicago,” he said. 
“There were great hockey fans back in the 
’60s, but now it’s ridiculous. It’s crazy” 

That excitement has carried over to his 
classes. Both Hockey loi and 102 sold out in 
five and a half minutes with an initial waiting 
list of around 30 people, he said, making the 
classes perhaps tougher to get into than an ac- 
tual Blackhawks playoff game. 

‘A lot of that simply has to do with the suc- 
cess of the Blackhawks,” Rzepecki said. “It’s 
been such an increase from the kids up to the 
adults that I don’t think even five years ago 
Hockey loi was even possible. Now that ev- 
eryone is a hockey fan walking around in their 
Hawks jersey, everyone wants to play hockey” 
Even those who were unfamiliar with the 
sport. 

Dave Howard, 36, of River North, moved 
to Chicago two years ago from Australia. He 
was attracted to hockey after attending a

Blackhawks game and watching his brother- 
in-law play 

“I couldn’t help but jump on the bandwag- 
on,” Howard said. “I’m not ashamed to admit 
that. I love it. I used to play cricket and rugby 
and this is a nice combination of the two. This 
is now my winter sport.” 

Keith Jackson, owner of Gunzo’s hockey 
equipment stores across Chicagoland, said 
he’s noticed a building interest in hockey over 
the past couple of years as the Blackhawks 
have improved. 

“Without a doubt the Blackhawks are driv- 
ing some interest,” Jackson said. “In particu- 
larly with older people who have never played 
hockey or haven’t played since they were a 
kid, they are interested in playing hockey be- 
cause of the Hawks. Our stores have certainly 
seen more traffic.” 

Jackson said business is brisk even though 
the economy is struggling. 

“I’m going to keep my fingers crossed be- 
cause the bubble could burst overnight, but 
it’s been surprisingly steady considering the 
economic times,” he said. 

Hockey is notorious for its expense, but 
players have made it work in their budgets. 



Jordan Hanson, 24, of the West Loop, started 
playing hockey as a kid. Now a law student at 
Chicago Kent, Hanson makes the most out of 
his gear, which he describes as “lower-budget.” 

“If you aren’t getting the best stuff, it’s not 
made to move with your body as well,” Han- 
son said. 

But despite his busy schedule and law- 
school budget, he’s sticking with it. 

“Outside of the fact that I’ve invested a 
little bit of money in it, outside of work and 
school, it’s something fun to do,” Hanson 
said. “It’s not law; that’s why I like it.” 

Mike Ceraulo, 25, of Buffalo Grove, said he 
used money given to him for his birthday and 
cut costs by buying year-old skates and sticks. 


“The rest of my gear dates back to about 
the early ’90s when I found a lot of gear on 
eBay for $80 and bought it,” Ceraulo said. 
“The gear smells disgusting and is outdated 
by all means. The league itself was the largest 
expenditure at $460, which is lingering on a 
credit card still as we speak.” 

Ceraulo recently joined an instructional 
league at Twin Rinks in Buffalo Grove. 

“It has been brutally humbling,” he said. 
“I thought because I knew how to ice skate 
and loved hockey that this would somehow 
translate into me being a perennial star. {It’s 
been] quite the opposite and is a constant 
reminder of how out of shape I am.” 

Veronica Murillo, 37, of Edison Park, is no 
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Stranger to hocke}^ Her son has been playing 
for lo years, since he was 3 . 

“I was taking him to games and practices, 
and I thought, ‘I want to do this,’ ” she said. 
“It’s great exercise. I wanted to try I love the 
game so much.” 

A bruising start to her hockey career didn’t 
deter her. 

“I had a couple of initial injuries,” Murillo 
said. “When I was starting out and learning, 
I fell and cracked my ribs, bruised a lung and 
separated my sternum. Everything healed in 
two months. Right after everything healed, I 
went right back out there.” 

Ceraulo hasn’t dealt with injuries quite as 
severe, but he’s had his share of bumps and 


bruises. He said they are part of the game. 

“I have not had any sort of serious debili- 
tating injuries. However I get bruised and 
horribly sore every time I play,” Ceraulo 
said. “That typically lasts the duration of the 
week until I play again and then start the vi- 
cious cycle over.” 

While many beginners might still be mas- 
tering how to stop on the ice, they don’t want 
to stop playing. 

“The first goal [I scored] in a measly in- 
structional league was a great feeling,” Cer- 
aulo said. “I think I’d like to keep these good 
feelings going.”

ONE LAST SHOT 


Bulls Stay close but fail 
to pull out a win in Game 5 

CLEVELAND The 2009-10 Bulls season featured 
moments as unexpected as a London to Green 
Bay, Wis., back-to-back during the preseason and a 
physical altercation between coach Vinny Del Ne- 
gro and senior vice president John Paxson. 

It included moments of exhilaration such as 
Derrick Rose earning an All-Star nod and Joakim 
Noah emerging as a double-double machine and 
heart and soul of the franchise. 

And it ended at Quicken Loans Arena on Tues- 
day night, the Cavaliers posting a 96-94 victory to 
win the Eastern Conference quarterfinals 4-1. 

Befitting a Bulls team that overcame widespread 
injixries and a 10 -game losing streak as recently as 
March, their final effort proved a gritty one. 

The Bulls erased a 12-point, first-half deficit to trail 


83-82 midway through the fourth. Antawn Jamison’s 
3-pointer with 3 minutes, 29 seconds left appeared to 
give the Cavaliers breathing room at 93-84. 

But Luol Deng and Derrick Rose each scored 
four points in a quick 8-0 run. Then, LeBron 
James fouled out his second Bull— Brad Miller was 
the first— when he drove on Taj Gibson with i:ii 
left, making both free throws. 

Rose’s floater hung on the rim and went out, and 
Joakim Noah failed to corral Mo ^JGlliams’ miss 
at the other end. It didn’t matter when strong de- 
fense forced an Anderson Varejao turnover. 

But Rose, going for two, forced a left-handed 
shot in the lane and James iced matters with one 
free throw with 7.8 seconds left. 

Jamison finished with 25 points, 20 in the first 
half. James, who took just three first-half shots, 
added 19 points, 10 rebounds and nine assists. 

Rose fought through his sore left ankle to lead 
the Bulls with 31 points. Deng added 24.

773-281-7447 
Pork is the centerpiece of nearly every dish 
at this sporty Lakeview spot, which walks 
the line between restaurant and bar with 
late hours and a main dining room filled 
with high-top tables and flat-screen TVs. 
Homey, pork-centric eats include pork na- 
chos, pork pot roast and ribs-you can even 
top your pizza with pulled pork.

With a seasoned, Milan-born chef lured 
from overseas and a sexy.

‘Never’ 

10 years in the making, a new 
adaptation of Neil Caiman’s 
‘Never where’ surfaces

Neil Gaiman, the author, graphic novelist and cartoonist, cre- 
ates a subterranean fantasy world in his urban adventure story 
“Neverwhere,” which first came to life as a BBC TV series and 
later, a novel. The story is set in London Below, a shadowy land 
the character Richard Mayhew discovers after coming to the 
aid of a girl named Door. In order to return to his normal life in 
London Above, he must navigate the shadows and, ultimately, 
confront the Great Beast. 

About a decade ago. Caiman’s work inspired 35-year-old lo- 
cal actor Robert Kauzlaric to start writing a stage adaptation 
of “Neverwhere.” And while his other adaptations have seen 
the light of day and then some— his adaptation of H.G Wells’ 
1896 sci-fi novel, “The Island of Dr. Moreau,” scored five Jeff 
Awards for Kauzlaric and Lifeline Theatre in 2008— “Nev- 
erwhere” was held up in drafts, rewrites and copyright issues 
until February 2009. With a few days left before the final un- 
veiling of his adaptation Friday we checked in with Kauzlaric, 
who also stars in the show as Richard. 

Where does your experience with “Neverwhere” start? 

This is a project I’ve been working on for about 10 years 
now. The book was given to me by a friend back in 1999 and 
I only knew Neil Gaiman as a comic book writer for “The 
Sandman” series. That was around the same time that I saw 
my first main stage show at Lifeline, the second in “The Lord 
of the Rings” series, “The Two Towers.” (I’m an enormous 
Tolkien fan.) Seeing it come to life on stage kind of blew my 
concept of what adapting for the stage could be wide open. I 
immediately, with no hope of getting it produced, started my 
first draft of the script in 2000. 


What speaks to you in “Neverwhere”? 

Gaiman is a master of dialogue and character. He manages to, 
with almost no exposition, create incredibly rich, unforget- 
table characters. “Neverwhere” is an ongoing parade of 
fascinating people with weird and mysterious agendas. And I 
love the language. It’s so concise. 

Do you ever look at Chicago the way Gaiman explores 
London, from above ground and below? 

When I first moved here, a couple of years before I got the 
book, I was temping downtown and [had] my first exposure 
to Lower Wacker. Then, when I first read “Neverwhere,” it 
couldn’t help but be my image of some of these locations. 

How do you make the transition from adapter to actor 
in the same show? 

I’ve had a great deal of support from Paul Holmquist, the 
director, who I’ve worked with numerous times in the past. 
This whole idea of me being in the show was nothing I had 


even considered until he proposed it, after the auditions. By 
and large, I’ve been able to save many of the conversations 
about big-picture script stuff for after rehearsal. 

Would you have been able to adapt this book with yourself 
in mind for the role of Richard? 

I never would have considered it before this experience. I’ve 
been really fortunate that it’s gone as smoothly as it has, but 
it’s a lot of energy [Laughs] It makes for very late nights. 

What excites you most about Chicago’s theater scene? 

I love the innovation and the creativity I’m constantly 
amazed at the different ways everybody finds to engage their 
audiences. There is an endless variety here that you can’t find 
anywhere else.

When Spirit Airlines broke new 

ground by announcing that it will charge passengers up to 
$45 for carry-on bags starting Aug. i, I took it as a personal chal- 
lenge. I had to prove I could travel without even a carry-on.

That typically is a briefcase, purse or, in Spirit’s 
case, its Web site even shows a small backpack. To

Carry-on luggage 
carries charge 

Ever since Spirit Airlines 
Inc. announced this 
month that it would add 
a fee of up to $45 per 
carry-on bag, the airline’s 
chief executive, Ben 
Baldanza, has been try- 
ing to quell the resulting 
outrage. 

He went so far as to 
cram himself into an 
overhead compartment 
to argue that with fewer 
carry-on bags, the board- 
ing process would move 
faster and the overhead 
bins would be less clut- 
tered. The result, he said 
in the video of his stunt: 
“Everybody wins.” 

It didn’t work. 

Seven U.S. senators 
have backed proposed 
legislation concerning 
the Florida-based air- 
line’s carry-on fee. 

“We are going from 
the sublime to the ridicu- 
lous with airlines,” Sen. 
Frank Lautenberg (D-N.J.) 
said at a news confer- 
ence in Washington. 

Sen. Charles Schumer, 
(D-N.Y.) called the fee 
a “slap in the face to 
travelers.” Sen. Jeanne 
Shaheen (D-N.H.) called it 
“skyway robbery.” 

The lawmakers hope 
to put the kibosh on the 
fee by imposing a tax 
on all airline revenue 
collected from such 
charges. 

Baldanza says the 
senators and most of the 
media are looking at the 
fees the wrong way. He 
noted that passengers 
can bring a carry-on bag 
for free as long as it fits 
under the seat. Anything 
bigger will cost $45, re- 
duced to $30 if paid on- 
line. The fee takes effect

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Carmenere has 
an identity crisis 

The story of carmenere begins in southwestern France, where it 
was one of six grape varieties allowed for use in making red wines in 
Bordeaux. In the late 19 th century, disease largely wiped out carme- 
nere but not before cuttings, mislabeled as merlot, were brought to 
Chile. Chilean wineries did not recognize that what they thought was 
merlot was in fact carmenere until DNA testing in the early 1990s. 
Today very much in the same way malbec is associated with Argentina 
or shiraz with Australia, carmenere is known as Chile’s signature grape. 

Carmenere has a unique taste that can be described as cabernet 
sauvignon-like but with more distinctive black and green bell pepper 
notes. While hardly any plantings of carmenere remain in Bordeaux, 
the grape continues to thrive in Chile in regions such as the Colcha- 
gua, Rapel, Curico and Matxle valleys. Because Chile is a long, narrow 
country with a variety of climatic conditions largely influenced by the 
coast and the Andes Mountains, the trick to making good carme- 
nere is finding the right location to grow it. Too cold and the tannins 
become aggressive and the flavors verge on vegetal and unripe. Too 
warm and the grapes become overripe and the wines lose the true 
carmenere identity When done correctly carmenere can be spicy, 
fruit-forward, supple and txniquely Chilean.
